Four 

gas-fired  desiccant  dehumidifiers  each  capable  of  removing  288  pounds 

per  hour  were  specified.  This  system  cost  thousands  less  than  an 

electric  system  and  is  saving  the  Civic  Center  between  $30,000

Substantial 


The  art  of  being  a  woman  can  never  consist  of  being  a 

bad  imitation  of  a  man.  The  author  of  these  pearls  of  wisdom,  noted  psy- 
rhiatrisL  Olj^a  kiidf,  wasii'l  talking  abuiil  women  in  architecture,  but  she  may  well  have  been. 
Her  words  ring  out  a  thousand  truths  for  me.  as  a  veteran  of  more  than  20  years  in  this  tradi- 
tionally male-dominated  profession.  Traditionally  male  dominated?  You  bet!  Back  in  the  late 
70s  when  I  was  earning  my  BA  and  MA  in  Architecture  at  the  University  of  Florida,  there 
were  no  women  role  models.  In  fact.  1  could  count  the  number  of  women  professors  on  one 
finger  and  the  number  of  women  in  my  graduating  class  of  120  on  one  hand.  The  same  held 
true  when  I  started  working  in  the  architectural  field.  With  virtually  no  women  in  the  upper 
ranks  to  serve  as  mentors  or  role  models,  I  and  other  women  architects  of  my  generation 
were  thrust  into  virgin  territory,  left  to  learn  the  ropes  and  play  by  the  rules  and  slowly — ever 
so  sIdwK — hriKJ  ihiisf  rules.  Most  of  the  time  we  didn't  bend  the  rules  on  purpose — it  was 
just  something  that  happened  as  we  struggled  over  the  years  to 
make  our  mark  in  a  man's  world  while  juggling  the  realities  of  a 
woman's  world.  In  other  words,  we  had  to  find  our  own  way. 

The  changes  brought  by  women  in  architecture  were  evolutionary, 
mit  revolutionary  and  they  continue  to  be  subtle  today  The  old  con- 
ventional wisdom  held  that  "womanly  arts"  consisted  of  childbearing, 
cooking,  cleaning  and  sewing.  The  new  conventional  wisdom 
acknowledges  that  women  also  are  highly  skilled  managers,  negotia- 
tors, team  players,  listeners  and  coalition  builders.  These  qualities 
are  crucial  in  architecture,  a  field  so  dependent  on  communication 
skills  to  effect  the  orchestration  of  large  multidiscipliuary  teams  and 
to  relate  to  multi-headed  clients. 


Although  architecture  continues  to  be  male  dominated,  the  number. 
stature  and  visibility  of  women  architects  have  increased  markedly. 
Armed  with  the  same  professional  and  technical  expertise  as  their 
male  counterparts,  women  architects  are  rising  in  the  ranks  to 
become  senior  project  managers,  designers,  marketers  and  firm 
principals.  As  more  women  fill  the  ranks  of  senior  professionals,  we  are  making  our  mark  as 
community  and  industry  leaders  on  boards  and  appointed  commissions  as  well.  Case  in  point: 
at  this  year's  Accent  on  Architecture,  two  of  the  nine  representatives  on  hand  to  accept 
Perkins  and  Will's  1999  ALA  Firm  of  the  Year  award  were  women.  Florida's  1998  Firm  of  the 
Year  Arquitectonica,  has  a  woman  co-owner  Our  own  AIA  Florida  board  boasts  sLx  women 
as  do  the  cumulative  boards  of  our  13  chapters. 

Of  course,  architecture  isn't  the  only  traditionally  male-dominated  field  to  be  changed  by  the 
steady  influx  of  women  professionals — industries  from  banking  and  finance  to  constiiiction  are 
being  transformed  as  women  gain  respect,  credibility  and  power  And  the  best  part  is  that  we 
have  been  able  to  achieve  these  things  not  by  being  "bad  imitations"  of  men.  but  by  bringing  to 
the  corporate  table  top-notch  technical,  professional,  and  yes,  our  own  "w  omanly"  skills.

Senator  Charles  (Charlie)  Clary.  111.  .ALA. 
received  the  award  for  Outstanding  Individual 
Contribution  to  Government  Affairs  from  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects  at  Grassroots 
in  Flsbruary.  Clary  was  recognized  for  his  role  in 
the  passage  of  a  unified  code  for  the  state  of 
Florida.  He  was  also  commended  for  his  tireless 
commitment  and  concern  for  the  profession  of 
architecture  and  its  practice  in  the  state. 

For  more  than  20  years  .AIA  Florida  has  champi- 
oned the  adoption  of  a  statewide  building  code 
for  Florida.  Since  his  election  in  1996,  Senator 
Clarj-  has  worked  to  build  consensus  for  the 
need  for  such  a  code.  Last  year,  as  the  only 
architect  in  the  Legislature  he  served  as  an 
advisory  member  of  the  Building  Codes  Study 
Commission.  He  provided  technical  expertise  to 
AIA  Florida  lolthjlsts  as  they  rewrote  major  por- 
tions of  the  legislation.  Tliose  components  were 
adopted  to  the  benefit  of  all  Florida  architects. 


AIA  Florida  Enters 
into  Agreement  with 
DBPR 

( )ver  the  past  couple  of  years 
there  has  been  a  growing  num- 
ber of  concerns  regarding  the 
effectiveness  of  the  regulatoiy 
process  and  the  operations  of 
the  Board  of  Architecture  and 
Interior  Design  (BOAID).  AIA 
Florida  has  joined  other  professions  in  rais- 
ing concerns  about  the  increasing  bureau- 
cracy that  limits  the  Board's  ability  to  effec- 
tively operate. 

In  response  to  these  concerns,  the  AIA  Florida 
Board  of  Directors  voted  to  pursue  legislation 
to  privatize  the  administrative  functions  of  the 
Board.  At  the  urging  of  AIA  Florida,  legislation 
was  filed  by  Representative  Jeff  IVliller  (R- 
Pensacola)  and  Senator  Charles  Clary  to 
accomplish  this  objective. 

Since  the  filing  of  the  legislation,  we  have  had 
multiple  meetings  with  DBPR  Secretary  Q,Tithia 
Henderson,  key  members  of  her  staff,  and  the 
Governor's  office.  The  results  of  these  meetings 
have  been  twofold.  First,  the  new  Secretary 
has  shown  a  great  deal  of  sensitivity  to  our 
concerns  and  a  no-nonsense  commitment  to 
improved  "customer  service."  Secondly  the 
Secretary  and  the  Governor  have  asked  for  a 
one-year  reprieve  from  a  privatization  effort. 
They  would  like  to  settle  in  and  work  to  address 
these  problems  internally. 

While  we  are  encouraged  by  their  commitment, 
we  have  also  been  down  these  roads  before.  It 
was  important  to  us  to  obtain  a  fomial  commit- 
ment to  our  agenda.  With  this  in  mind.  Ihe 


Association  has  entered  into  a  Memorandum 
of  Understanding  relating  to  this  issue.  Tills 
agreement  calls  for  AIA  Florida  and  DBPR  to 
work  together  to  recommend  and  implement 
changes  that  will  allow  for  the  efficient  and 
effective  operation  of  the  Board  of 
Architecture  and  Interior  Design.  Ttie  project 
will  focus  on  issues  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  the  responsiveness  of  the  Board  office  to 
telephone  and  written  inquiries,  communica- 
tions between  the  Board  and  the  licensees  (i.e. 
newsletters)  and  the  process  for  receipt, 
investigation  and  disposition  of  complaints. 
Tlie  effoit  will  also  look  at  the  ability  of  the 
Department  to  take  enforcement  action 
against  unlicensed  practitioners.  Late  this 
yean  we  will  issue  a  report,  to  the  Secretary 
and  the  Legislature  regarding  our  progress  on 
this  project.  At  that  time,  a  determination  will 
be  made  as  to  whether  or  not  additional  leg- 
islative action  is  needed. 

While  AIA  Florida  and  the  Department 
entered  into  the  agreement,  the  success  of 
this  effort  will  depend  upon  the  participation 
and  input  of  the  interior  design  community 
the  members  of  the  Board  and  key  staff 
members  of  both  the  Department  and  the 
Board.  Now,  more  than  ever,  it  will  be 
important  for  you  to  share  with 
us  your  comments,  complaints 
and  suggestions 
relating  to  these 
issues.

Meeting  the  Challenge  of  Office  Interiors

This  design  and  relocation  of  a  corporate  head- 
(|uaiters  for  a  recently  acquired  division  of  a 
multi-national  shipping  company  included  five 
floors  and  approximately  95.000  square  feet.  The  client's  former  quarters 
were  located  on  two  densely  occupied  floors,  one  with  no  windows.  The  new 
space  included  stunning  water  and  cit>'  views. 

The  CEO  mandated  that  the  new  spaces  reflect  the 
fresh,  bold  and  progressive  new  direction  of  the 

firm.  Yet.  there  was  a  desire  to  respect  the  former  company's  history  that 

was  steeped  in  marilinic  iraditiim. 

To  further  challenge  the  design  team,  an  e.xtremely  condensed  ten-week 
construction  schedule  was  imposed  with  the  requirement  for  the  first  floor 
to  be  substantially  complete  to  receive  furniture  in  sLx  weeks. 

The  design  team's  concept  included  subtle,  remote  references  to  ships, 
oceans  and  Florida.  Materials  including  sisal-like  modular  floor  tiles,  frosted 
glass,  dark  mahogany  and  light  anigre  woods,  and  sandy  beige  composite 
stone  flooring  were  used  throughout.  A  dramatic,  open  staircase  visually 
linked  the  five  floors  and  I'uillici'  implied  the  maritime  references  in  the 
design  of  the  handrail.

Practice 
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Answers  to  Concerns  surrounding  the  B141, 1997  edition 

This  is  the  first  installment  in  what  we  intend  to  be  a  regular  feature  in  Florida 
Caribbean  Architect.  Your  Practice  will  provide  you  with  the  latest  information  on 
issues  that  you  encounter  every  day.  This  month  we  take  a  look  at  one  of  the  most 
widely  used  AIA  contract  documents-fhe  Bl 41.  This  article  contains  information  circu- 
lated by  the  Council  of  Architectural  Component  Executives. 

An  article  that  appears  in  the  March  issue  of  Architecture  magazine  questions 
the  validity-  ()LM\  Document  B 14 1-1997.  the  Standard  Fbrm  of  Agreement 
Between  Owner  and  Architect.  The  AIA  stands  by  the  revised  B141  and  coun- 
ters some  of  the  concerns  raised  by  the  article's  author  in  this  column. 

The  AIA  issued  revisions  in  1 997  of  the  two  AIA  documents  most  widely 
regarded  within  the  constniction  industry".  ,M0 1 ,  General  Conditions  of  the 
Contract  for  Construction,  and  B141.  New  offerings  tend  to  draw  criticism,  and 
the  AIA  Documents  Committee  is  following  this  debate  with  interest  and  open 
minds.  The  March  Ai'chitecture  article  may  create  some  confusion,  however 
because  it  is  presented  as  a  critique  of  the  revised  document,  yet,  curiously  all 
the  criticized  provisions  (except  one.  mediation)  e.\lst  in  prior  editions  of  the 
AIA  owner-architect  agreements-some  all  the  way  back  to  the  first  edition  in 
1917.  Tlie  following  paragraphs  provide  a  background  look  at  the  B141  and  the 
.AIA  standard-form  contract  documents. 
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AIA  Contract  Documents  are  Created  Through 
Industry  wide  Consensus 

The  most  pronounced  l)enefit  of  all  AIA  contract  documents 
is  that  they  are  closely  aligned  with  current  construction- 
industry  practices  and  case  law.  To  maintain  that  align- 
ment, documents  are  revised  periodically  through  the  hard 
work  of  the  AIA  Documents  Committee.  To  ensure  the  doc- 
uments continue  to  be  well-balanced  among  all  affected 
parties,  each  revision  process  includes  owners'  attorneys, 
insurance  carriers,  representatives  of  general  contractors, 
and  many  other  experts  outside  and  within  the  AIA.  Over 
the  last  five  years,  more  than  800  participants  contributed 
to  the  revision  of  B 1 4 1  - 1 997  and  A20 1  - 1 997.  This  consen- 
sus process  also  includes  commendation  by  prominent 
associations  representing  our  partnere  in  the  design  and 
construction  process,  such  as  the  Associated  General 
Contractors,  which  commended  A201-t997. 

The  Value  of  Standard-Form  Documents 

The  .'\L'\  creates  staiidard-lorm  documents  so  clients,  the  design  professions, 
and  the  construction  indusliy  have  a  common  basis  when  contracting  for  a 
project.  The  question  of  what  contracts  to  use  is  a  member's  individual  busi- 
ness decision.  Both  B141- 1997  and  A201-1997  are  tightly  crafted  to  relate  to 
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checking  the  quahty  of  contractors'  work." 


each  other  and  the  many  other  MA  ctocuments  to  maintain  hai'mony  throngh- 
oul  planning,  design,  constmction,  and  facility  use.  And.  because  tiie  /\1A  docu- 
ments reflect  the  way  business  is  conducted  in  the  constniction  industry,  they 
make  it  easier  for  users  to  obtain  legal  advice  for  contract  modiflralioii  and 
pro\ide  for  eflicient  and  complete  transactions. 

B141  Enhances  Communication 

The  format  ul  B 1-11  -  1!J1J7  is  its  most  radical  departure  fi'om  the  1987  version 
(in  keeping  with  the  AIA's  Practice  and  Prosperity  Task  Fbrce  findings).  The 
core  content  of  Bl 4 1-1 997  is  substantially  unchanged  fi'om  its  time-tested  pre- 
decessor The  new  flexible  format  of  the  B 14 1-1 997  allows  the  architect  to 
expand  the  realm  of  services  in  ways  owners  have  said  they  want  and 
strengthens  and  clarifies  the  contract  negotiation  tor  holh  the  architect  and  the 
owner  Tlie  1997  document  is  designed  to  enhance  owner/architect  communi- 
cation because  most  owner/architect  disputes  arise  fi'om  poor  communication 
rather  than  design  errors  or  omissions. 

Some  architects  feel  that  the  new  form  requires  them  to  interpret  and  decide 
matters  concerning  performance  of  the  owner 

and  the  contractor  which  creates  a  con  "Owners  cxpcct  architects  to  protect  their  interests  by 

flict  of  interest  (Section  2.6. 1.7).  In  fact, 
architects — as  the  team  member  under- 
standing the  needs  ;in(l  language  of  both  the 
owner  and  contractor — have  seived  this  role  at  least  since  the  time  of 
Christopher  Wrenn.  This  long-established  role  serves  everyone's  best  interest. 

Tlie  article  states  that  mediation,  which  B141  requires  in  Section  13.4,  will 
waste  time  and  money  There  is  the  suggestion  that  binding  arbitration,  or  for 
projects  over  a  certain  dollar  amount,  litigation  is  the  best  route.  The  provision 
requiring  mediation  is  to  get  the  parties  together  to  talk  about  making  things 
riglit.  This  will  help  to  avoid  situations  that  quickly  spiral  out  of  control  because 
the  principals  aren't  talking. 

Owners  expect  architects  to  protect  their  interests  by  checking  the  quality  of 
contractors'  work.  This  has  been  a  role  of  the  architect  long  before  the  founding 
of  the  AlA.  and  there  is  no  new  liability  arising  fi-om  it.  Section  2.6.2.5  asks 
architects  to  step  up  to  the  plate  and  pi'ovide  the  hill  semces  clients  consis- 
tently say  they  want  fi^om  a  responsible,  single-entity  representative-i.e.,  their 
architect. 

The  article's  author  suggests  that  Section  1.3.8.3.  which  allows  the  architect  to 
terminate  the  agreement  if  the  project  has  been  suspended  for  90  days,  is 
unfair  to  the  owner  .Architecture  is  a  business.  Leaving  a  project  flapping  in  the 
wind  for  more  than  90  days  is  simply  bad  business  practice.  Moreover  B141- 
1997  also  allows  the  owner  to  terminate  the  architect  for  convenience  without 
cause  and  pay  only  for  the  services  rendered  to  that  point.

Member  Profile  -  YVETTE  LONDON,  AIA 

Born  in  Communist  Poland,  Yvette  London 
was  born  Violetta  Piekara.  the  younger  of 
two  daughters  of  a  middle-class  family.  As 
a  child.  Yvette  had  a  natural  talent  for 
drawing  and  liked  working  on  detailed, 
technical  projects.  Because  she  was  craft- 
oriented,  she  made  her  own  dollhouses  out 
of  common  household  materials.  She  loved 
creating  spaces,  looking  at  the  dollhouse 
lr(jm  the  outside  and  seeing  how  the  little 
figures  would  enter  and  move  about  the 
house.  Her  father  had  hoped  his  second 
child  would  be  a  boy,  so  when  Yvette  came 
along,  he  involved  her  in  his  own  interests 
as  he  would  a  son.  Through  his  influence, 
she  also  learned  to  appreciate  the  visual 
arts.  The  two  would  take  long  walks 
Ihroiigli  Warsaw,  looking  at  the  architec- 
ture, with  her  father  pointing  out  different 
features  and  materials  of  the  buildings. 

Her  mother  loved  the  performing  arts  and 
took  her  to  the  ballet  and  theater  Yvette  was 
fascinated  by  the  visual  transformation  of  the 
empty  stage  when  the  sets,  props  and  cos- 
tumed performers  were  added.  She  thought 
about  becoming  a  stage  designer.  Again,  cre- 
ating spaces  seemed  magical  to  her 

At  age  13,  the  government-run  schools  took 
the  middle  school-aged  children  on  Held  triiis 
to  visit  various  businesses,  hospitals,  trades 
and  manufacturing  facilities.  They  showed  the 
children  what  each  career  was  like  prior  to 
I  heir  choosing  a  particular  course  of  study  in 
higli  school.  The  tri|.)s  reinforced  Yvette's 
desire  to  attend  the  architectural  high  school. 


Yvette  made  application  to  Warsaw's  archi- 
tectural high  school.  Because  of  the  school's 
high  standards  for  admittance,  she  had  to 
meet  strict  requirements.  To  meet  these,  she 
enrolled  in  private  lessons  in  drawing,  then 
passed  exams  in  math,  drawing  and  physics. 
This  was  the  start  of  her  long  journey  to 
become  a  successful  architect. 

After  success  at  the  architectural  high 
school,  Yvette  was  accepted  at  Warsaw 
Politechnica  where  she  cni'dllcd  in  the  live- 
year  program  for  her  architecture  degree. 
As  in  this  country  the  architecture  curricu- 
lum was  very  demanding,  requiring  long 
hours,  and  a  real  dedication  to  the  work. 

While  attending  college,  she  met  her  hiture 
husband  Michael,  who  was  studying  industri- 
al engineering.  In  1979,  after  completing  her 
five-year  program,  Yvette  graduated  at  the 
top  of  her  class.  She  was  fortunate  to  be 
awarded  money  from  the  Polish  government 
for  this  accomplishment  and  the  "right"  to 
buy  an  apartment — a  rarity  in  a  country 
where  it  was  common  for  two,  three  or  four 
generations  to  live  together  in  cramped,  tiny 
apartments  owned  by  the  government. 

After  graduation,  Yvette  and  Michael  mar- 
ried. Her  mentor  in  college,  a  female  ar(iii- 
tecture  professor  offered  Yvette  a  great 
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oppoi'tiiiiity  designing  llie  master  plan  of  a 
new  community  outside  Warsaw.  She  gladly 
accepted  the  position  and  started  her  career 
in  architecture. 

During  her  early  married  life,  the  economic 
and  political  situation  in  Poland  worsened. 
Goods  and  services  needed  for  everyday  liv- 
ing became  more  and  more  scarce. 
Rationing  stamps  were  used  for  everything. 
but  stores  rarely  had  the  items  they  needed, 
and  bartering  for  needed  items  became  com- 
mon among  ftnends. 

Shortly  after  the  birth  of  their  son,  Lucas, 
they  received  a  letter  from  Michael's  brother, 
an  architect,  who  had  emigrated  to  the  U.S. 
He  asked  Michael  and  Yvette  to  come  visit 
them  in  New  York  City.  At  that  time,  life  in 
their  homeland  was  becoming  more  and 
more  turbulent.  The  Solidarity  movement 
begun  by  Lech  Walesa  was  beginning  to 
grow,  and  the  Communists  stepped  up  efforts 
to  stop  it.  Yvette  and  Michael  felt  they  need- 
ed to  think  about  their  family's  future.   The 
timing  seemed  right  to  consider  a  better 
future  for  the  family  so  they  decided  to  take 
the  trip  and  see  another  way  of  life. 

Yvette  and  her  family  had  to  ask  for  permis- 
sion to  leave  the  country'  for  their  two-month 
vacation.  Buying  the  airline  tickets  to  travel 
to  the  U.S.  was  prohibitively  expensive — 
equal  to  six  months  of  their  annual  salai^ — 
but  they  were  determined  to  borrow  the 
money  for  the  trip.  They  received  permission 
to  go  on  the  vacation,  but  the  government 
asked  them  to  leave  their  valuables  behind  to 
ensure  their  return. 

W'liile  still  on  vacation  in  New  York,  they 
learned  that  martial  law  was  going  to  take 
over  their  iiometown.  Michael  and  Yvette 


believed  that  Communism  would  rule  forever 
in  their  country.  They  made  the  irrevocalile 
decision  not  to  return  to  Poland. 

Settling  into  a  new  life  and  a  new  country 
was  not  easy  for  the  family.  As  a  trade-off 
for  her  freedom,  one  of  the  prices  Yvette  had 
to  pay  was  to  give  up  her  success  in  Poland 
to  go  to  another  country  where  she  would 
have  to  start  over.  She 
had  been  at  the  top  of 
her  class  and  was  suc- 
cessful with  her  master 
planning  job.  Now.  she 
and  Michael  were  liv- 
ing in  a  foreign  count  r\ 
where  they  could  not 
speak,  read  or  write 
the  language. 

Yvette  soon  began 
looking  for  a  job. 
Through  her  brother- 
in-law's  connections. 

she  was  offered  a  job  as  a  drafter  in  a  civil 
engineering  firm.  This  was  a  joli  where  she 
didn't  have  to  speak,  just  draw.  Fortunately. 
Yvette's  new  boss  was  favorably  impressed 
by  her  abilities  and  took  her  under  his  ulng. 
He  wanted  her  to  take  the  exam  to  become  a 
civil  engineer.  Yvette.  however,  still  had 
dreams  of  practicing  architecture.  Wliile 
encouraging  Yvette  to  rebuild  her  architec- 
tural career.  Michael  had  to  settle  for  a  posi- 
tion at  a  Texaco  station. 


Michael  continued  to  encourage  her  to  look 
for  ads  in  the  paper  and  send  her  resume  to 
architectural  firms  looking  for  help. 
Ironically,  she  answered  an  ad  of  an  archi- 
tect who  knew  her  boss  and  knew  about 
Yvette.  The  two  men  worked  out  a  deal  and 
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Yvette  was  hired  to  work  for  the  architect 
with  the  civil  engineer's  blessing. 

By  the  lime  young  Lucas  was  four  years  old, 
he  began  having  chronic  health  problems 
due  to  the  cold  weather  in  New  York.  The 
economy  was  in  a  slump,  and  Michael  con- 
tracted with  an  employment  agency  to  begin 
looking  for  a  job  in  a  warmer  climate.  He 
was  fortunate  to  find  a  position  in  Florida

rebuilding  her  architectural  career  She 
worked  there  for  two  and  a  half  years  and 
for  another  firm  for  three  years,  honing  her 
skills  as  a  designer  and  her  expertise  as  a 
project  manager 

In  1990,  the  Londons  reached  another 
important  milestone  in  their  lives.  They 
completed  the  5-year  immigration  process 
and  became  American  citizens. 

Feeling  the  need  to  grow  professionally, 
Yvette  felt  she  should  seek  opportunities 
with  a  larger  firm.  During  her  years  in  the 
Tampa  Bay  area,  she  became  acquainted 
with  the  work  of  a  long-established  firm. 
Harvard  Jolly  Glees  Toppe  Architects.  In 
1989  she  sent  her  resume  to  Bill  Harvard, 
one  of  the  firm's  principals.  Soon  after  her 
interview,  she  was  hired.  On  the  job, 
Yvette  found  that  Harvard  Jolly  offered  her 
opportunities  for  growth  and  encouraged 
her  to  pursue  her  Florida  registration. 

Yvette  had  done  some  research  and  knew 
that  her  architectural  degree  would  not  be 
fully  accepted  in  this  country.  To  start  the 
process  to  obtain  her  architectural  registra- 
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tion.  Yvette  contacted  Florida's 
Department  of  Professional  Regulation's 
Architectural  Board  and  sent  them  copies 
of  her  credentials.  They  determined  that 
she  had  too  many  credits  in  some  areas 
and  too  few  in  others.  They  required  that 
she  make  up  all  the  deficiencies  before 
she  could  take  the  licensing  exam.  This 
meant  Yvette  had  to  make  up  about  25 
percent  of  her  fi\'e-year  degree.  The  prin- 
cipals at  Harvard  Jolly  backed  Yvette's 
decision  to  pursue  her  education. 

By  working  full  time  during  the  day.  and  for 
three  years,  attending  college  classes  at 
night,  she  finally  completed  all  her  course 
work  at  St.  Petersburg  Junior  College  and 
the  University  of  South  Florida.  Yvette  then 
began  studying  for  the  difficult  exam.  She 
decided  to  take  the  nine  sections  at  a  one- 
exam-per-week  pace  while  continuing  to 
work  for  Haivard  Jolly  during  the  day. 

Yvette  passed  every  section  the  first  time 
and  was  among  the  first  women  in  Florida  to 
pass  the  new  computerized  architectural 
licensing  exam.  Seventeen  years  after  emi- 
grating from  Poland,  she  became  a  ft.ill- 
fledged  Registered  Architect  with  the  state  of 
Florida.  Wlien  she  received  her  registration. 
Harvard  Jolly  rewarded  her  efforts  by  pro- 
moting her  to  Associate  and  voting  her  a 
stockholder  of  the  firm. 

Yvette  has  worked  as  a  Project  Manager  on 
many  complex  educational  and  healthcare 
projects  for  the  past  nine  years  at  Harvard 
Jolly.  She  helped  design  the  original  Harvard 
Jolly  elementary  school  prototype  in  1989. 
which  she  has  since  adapted  two  times  for 
Bay  County,  three  times  for  Pasco  County 
and  once  for  Seminole  County.  In  addition, 
Yvette  was  the  Project  Manager  on  a 
240,000  SF  corporate  office  building  for  Tech

career  that  he  would  enjoy,  not  just  follow  in 
their  footsteps  of  engineering  or  architecture. 
Having  finished  the  International 
Baccalaureate  program  in  high  school,  Lucas 
graduated  this  past  June  and  is  now  enrolled 
as  a  freshman  in  the  University  of  Florida's 
College  of  Architecture  program. 

Yvette  would  encourage  anyone  interested  in 
architecture  to  pursue  the  degree  and 
become  registered.

DBPR  Agreement,  Department  of 
Corrections  Bill  highlight  Legislative 
Accomplishments 

Oil  April  30tli  the  Florida  Legislaluiv  ended  Itie  1999 
I'egular  lej^islative  session.  With  newly  elected 
Governor  Jeb  Bush  takin;;;  tiie  lead,  the  legislature 
took  up  a  number  of  highly  publicized  proposals. 
Wliile  loit,  reform  and  school  vouchers  grabbed  the 
headlines,  the  legislature  considered  dozens  of  leg- 
islative proposals  that  were  of  interest  to  AlA  Florida. 

Led  by  ./MA  Florida  President  Debra  Lupton,  AlA, 
and  Vice  President  Enrique  VVoodroffe.  AlA,  the 
Legislative  and  Regulatory  Affairs  Commission  set  an 
aggressive  agenda  for  1999.  Rather  than  sii  back 
and  wait  for  issues  to  arise,  the  Commission  made 
an  early  commitment  to  taking  a  proactive  approach 
to  the  legislative  process.  As  a  result,  the 
Association  entered  the  session  with  several  bills 
having  been  filed  at  our  request  and  political 
momentum  having  been  established  for  our  agenda. 
Tlie  enti  result  was  a  successful  session  that  will 
benefit  all  Floi'ida  architects. 

Attached  is  a  summaiy  of  some  of  the  key  issues  that 
were  addressed.  While  many  of  these  issues  have 
been  reported  in  our  weekly  Fiiday  Fto  (see  page 
10),  we  provide  a  complete  summary  here.  As 
always,  we  encourage  you  to  contact  the  AlA  Florida 
headquarters  if  you  have  any  questions  regarding  any 
of  these  issues. 

BOAID  Administrative  Privatization: 

Prior  t(i  llie  start  of  the  session.  AlA  Florida  drafted 
legislation  to  privatize  the  administrative  seiYices  of 
the  Board  of  Architecture  and  Interior  Design 
(BOAID).  This  legislation  was  prompted  by 
increased  concerns  about  the  level  of  service  being 
provided  by  the  Board  office  and  the  Department, 
'fhanks  to  the  early  support  of  Senator  Charles 
Clary.  ALA,  (R-Deslin)  and  Representative  Jeff  Millei', 
(R-Pensacola),  bills  were  filed  in  both  tlie  House  and 
Senate  on  behalf  of  .AlA  Florida. 


Prior  to  a  legislative  hearing.  .M\  Florida  repre- 
sentatives met  with  the  Governor's  office  and 
DBPR  Secretary'  CjTithia  Henderson  to  discuss  this 
proposal.  While  both  were  sensitive  to  our  con- 
cerns, they  appealed  to  us  for  a  one-year  period  to 
address  these  issues  internally  and  discuss  the 
merits  of  privatization.  We  were  encouraged  by 
their  commitment,  but  intent  on  a  more  formal 
approach  to  our  concerns.  In  the  end.  the 
Association  entered  into  a  formal  Memorandum  of 
Agreement  with  the  Department  (see  page  10). 
The  agreement  calls  for  the  Department  to  work 
directly  with  representatives  of  the  Association  to 
improve  upon  the  efficiency  and  effectiveness  of 
the  regulatory  process. 

Over  the  past  si.\  weeks  we  have  had  multiiile 
meetings  with  tlie  Secretary  and  key  members  of 
the  Department  staff  regarding  this  initiative.  At 
all  levels  they  have  shown  a  commitment  to 
effecting  real  changes  and  establishing  a  more 
"customer  service"  oriented  approach  to  their 
responsibilities.  You  should  begin  to  notice 
changes  as  the  voice  mail  system  is  eliminated 
and  the  Board  and  the  Department  become  more 
responsive  to  your  inquiries.  In  the  event  that  you 
encounter  difficulties  in  dealing  with  the 
Department  or  the  Board,  you  are  encouraged  to 
contact  the  .M\  Florida  headquarters.  ■ 

Later  this  year.  AL'\  Florida  representatives  will 
join  Senator  Clary  and  Representative  Miller  in 
reviewing  the  effectiveness  of  this  agreement.  In 
the  event  that  the  situation  has  not  improved,  we 
will  move  forward  with  a  pri\'atization  efi'ort  dur- 
ing the  2000  session. 

Facts  &  Figures: 

•  Tlie  Board  office  has  eight  staff  people. 

•  The  Board  office  processes  approximately 
1 .500  applications  per  year 

•  In  1997-98  the  Board  received  324  complaints 
202  of  these  were  found  to  be  legally  sufficient. 
The  Department  also  received  120  complaints 
of  unlicensed  activity 
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•  The  Board  cunvntly  has  $154,563  in  an 
Unlicensfil  Artivily  Ti'usi  Kund.  AIA  Fliiiida  is 
WDiting  with  the  Board  and  the  Department 
to  develop  a  plan  tor  the 

effective  use  of  these  funds. 

•  As  of  12/31/98  the  Board  had  a  cash 
balance  of  $1,925,203. 

•  Trent  Manausa.  AIA;  Michael  Shiff.  .MA;  Wajne 
Rosier.  ,A1A;  and  IVIargarita  Khuty.  AIA.  are  the 
current  architect  representatives  on  the  Board. 

•  There  are  9.696  Florida  licensed  architects. 
1.965  registered  architectural  firms,  and  2.879 
licensed  interior  rlesigners. 

Department  of  Corrections  (DOC): 

Late  last  year  an  AIA  Florida  Board  member 
brought  it  to  our  attention  that  the  Department  of 
Corrections  was  marketing  design/build 
services  to  local  and  state  government  agencies. 
In  a  full  color  brochure,  the  DOC  offered 
design/build  services  for  federal  agencies,  state 
agencies,  county  agencies,  and  local  municipali- 
ties. Services  included  design  and  constructimi  of 
office  buildings,  interior  renovations  and  build 
outs,  parks,  roads,  etc. 

MA  Florida  quickly  initiated  a  legislative  effort,  to 
curtail  this  infringement  upon  the  practice  of  pri- 
vate sector  professionals.  Fbllowing  meetings  with 
DOC  staff  and  key  legislators,  the  Association 
drafted  a  bill  for  filing  b>'  Senator  Virginia  Brown- 
Waite  (R-Brooksville)  and  Representative  Ken 
Llttlefield  (R-Dade  City).  This  legislation.  Senate  Bill 
932,  clearly  prohibits  the  DOc;  from  competing 
with  the  private  sector. 

With  Senator  Brown-Waite  leading  the  way,  this 
bill  was  considered  quickly  by  the  Senate  and  was 
passed  by  the  House  later  in  the  session.  The  bill 
has  been  approved  by  the  Governor. 

Florida  Building  Code: 

With  the  unified  code  effoit  continuing,  lawmakers 
considered  a  "glitch  bill"  designed  to  remedy  small 
areas  of  concern  within  the  enabling  legislation. 


Mile  a  number  of  controversial  issues  remain  to 
be  addi'essed  (such  as  local  amendments  and 
exemptions),  legislators  were  asked  iii  refrain 
from  raising  these  issues  at  this  time.  Despite  the 
intention  to  keep  the  bill  non-controvereial,  the 
i^louse  and  the  Senate  entered  into  a  disagree- 
ment that  prevented  passage  of  the  bill. 

The  Florida  Building  Cummission  continues  to 
meet  monthly  to  develop  a  draft  of  the  proposed 
unified  code.  With  the  first  draft  now  published 
(check  out  www.dca.state.fi.us/flicrl/tbc).  the 
Commission  is  holding  a  series  of  public  hear- 
ings for  input  on  the  code.  AIA  Florida  has  been 
actively  involved  in  this  process  with  Karl 
Thorne.  FAIA.  ser\'ing  on  the  (lommission  and 
Larry  Schneider.  ALA.  heading  up  a  team  of  ALA 
architects  serving  on  various  Technical  Advisory 
Committees. 

As  we  head  towards  the  2000  session  we  e.xpect 
the  most  controversial  debates  to  arise.  There  is 
much  disagreement  over  the  issue  of  local 
amenilments  and  statewide  applicability  A  num- 
ber of  interests  have  also  expressed  an  intention 
to  seek  exemptions  from  the  code  re(iuirements. 
We  will  continue  to  work  closely  with  Senator 
Clary  (the  Senate  leader  on  this  issue)  to  ensure 
that  our  voice  is  heard  in  the  debate. 

Professional  Regulation/Continuing  Education: 

The  IjCglslature  also  iiassed  legislalion  hy  DBPR 
relating  to  the  compliance  with  continuing  edu- 
cation requirements.  The  hill  (SB  190/  HB 
2017)  reiiuires  that  by  the  year  2000  the 
Department  monitor  100  percent  of  professional 
licenses  for  compliance  with  the  continuing  edu- 
cation requirements.  Under  the  legislation,  the 
Department  will  be  given  the  discretion  of  con- 
tracting with  a  private  vendor  to  pro\  ide  the 
monitoring  of  compliance. 

Willie  we  understand  the  Department's  inten- 
tions, there  is  some  concern  that  the  additional 
costs  may  be  passed  along  to  licensees.  The  bill 


also  calls  for  some  funding  to  ciiiiie  h'om  Ihe 
current  five  dollar  assessment  loi-  the  unli- 
censed activity  trust  fiuid.  Civcn  our  concerns 
in  this  area,  AL\  Florida  will  be  working  with 
the  Department  and  the  Legislature  in  ho|ies  of 
refining  this  initiative. 

Consultants  Competitive  Negotiation  Act  (CCNA): 

Alter  consulting  Willi  ,ALA  Moiida  leaders,  rciire- 
sentatives  of  the  State  University  System  pur- 
sued a  slight  adjustment  to  procurement 
re(iuiremeiits  related  to  the  CCNA  statute. 
Specifically,  they  proposed  language  stating  that, 
"fur  purposes  of  a  university  president's  con- 
tracting authority,  a  'continuing  contract'  shall  be 
a  contract  for  professional  services  under  the 
provisions  of  s.  287.055  for  projects  for  whidi 
the  construction  costs  do  not  exceed  SI  million 
or  for  study  activity  for  which  the  fee  does  not 
exceed  $100,000."  llie  purpose  of  this  proposal 
was  to  account  for  inflation  as  it  relates  to  the 
previous  statutory  limits.  ;ALA  Florida  was  not 
opposed  to  these  adjustments  and  the  language 
passed  as  part,  of  CS/HB  1933. 

Other  Issues: 

Tliroughout  the  session  ALA  Florida  was  Involved 
in  dozens  of  issues  relating  to  tort  reform,  building 
inspector  licensure,  engineering  practice,  school 
construction  and  moi'e.  Many  thanks  to  Mike 
Huey  and  his  team,  and  the  ALA  Florida  leader- 
ship, for  their  hard  work  on  this  myriad  of  issues.

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New  Life  for  LaVilla 


Proppin'  up  the  Ritz 


A  renaissance  is  taking  place  in  tlie  community  of  LaVilla  in  downtown 
Jacksonville.  PQH  Ai'chitecls.  a  Jacksonville-based  firm,  has  had  the 
unique  responsibility  and  privilege  of  restoring  a  sense  of  community  to 
what  almost  became  a  wasteland.  The  construction  of  a  $4.2 
million  Ritz  Theatre  and  LaVilla  Cultural  Museum  is  the  cen- 
terpiece of  the  neighborhood's  $8  million  revitalization  effort. 


The  32,000  square  foot  complex  consists  of  a  428  seat  the- 
ater for  live  theatrical  profluctions.  a  2000  square  foot  lobby  that  dou- 
bles as  a  banquet  hall,  and  10.000  square  feet  of  museum  exhibit  space. 

As  one  of  the  few  remaining  historical  buildings  in  the  LaVilla  community, 
the  Ritz  Theatre  was  originally  slated  for  restoration.  That  was  before  the 
extensive  damage  done  to  the  building  b.\  tire,  water  intrusion  and  the

ravages  of  time  was  discovered.  After  calculating  the  cost 
for  restoration  the  city  decided  that  a  new  structure  would 
take  the  place  of  the  old  one. 

Because  the  Ritz  had  become  a  significant  community 
landmark,  a  program  was  set  to  retain  the  original  archi- 
tecturally-significant corner  facade.  The  design  is  a  com- 
posite of  Mediterranean.  Art  Deco  and  Egyptian  Revival 
styles,  fondly  referred  to  by  those  close  to  the  project  as 
Egyptian-inspired  Ait  Deco.  In  Florida,  Art  Deco  build- 
ings are  most  often  found  in  communities  that  continued 
to  grow  despite  the  collapse  of  the  speculative  land  boom 
in  1926.  The  Ritz,  constructed  in  1929  was  part  of  a 
trend  in  movie  palace  construction  that  sought  to  pro- 
mote a  feeling  of  fantasy  and  escapism  through  architecture.  It 
served  for  more  than  thirty  years  as  a  primary  movie  house  for 
Afiican  Americans  in  downtown  Jacksonville. 

The  demolition  phase  began  after  the  removal  of  the  original  Ritz  neon 
sign.  Only  two  walls  of  the  exterior  facade  on  the  northwest  corner 
remained.  The  walls  were  supported  by  braces  until  the  new  steel 
structure  was  built  and  tied  Into  the  existing  walls.  One  of  the  require- 
ments for  the  project  was  thai  the  original  facade  be  the  main 
entrance  to  the  complex.  This  Hoor  plan  places  the  theater  aci'oss  ft'om 
the  main  entrance  creating  a  dynamic  sweeping  triangular  VM\\  iliat 
provides  access  to  both  the  theater  and  the  exhibition  hall. 


The  design  of  the  new  building  provided  for  both  the  theater  and 
museum  to  be  built  together  as  one  structure.  Tills  allows  for  efficient 
dual  use  of  public  and  support  areas.  As  a  new  structure,  the  building 
is  able  to  integrate  current  standards  for  performing  arts  as  well  as 
the  latest  in  theatrical  and  audio  technology'. 
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The  interior  walls  of  the  audiloriuni  are  liased 
on  the  orif^inal  theater  design  using  panels  and 
pilasters  flanking  both  sides  of  the  anditoriuni. 
The  wall  panels  are  highlighted  by  overlapping 
dianioncl-shaped  light  shields  creating  a  dif- 
fused light  and  shadow  ])attern  on  the  walls. 

The  exterior  of  the  building  is  representative  of 
the  diverse  eclectic  type  of  architectural  treat- 
ments found  in  the  LaVilla  area  and  directly 
reflective  of  the  mixture  of  brick  and  stucco 
structures  of  various  heights  that  were  pi^e- 
sent  on  the  site  where  the  building  is  located. 

Programmatically,  the  building  reflects  its 
function  on  the  exterior  by  the  use  of  stucco 
on  the  theater  related  elements  and  the  use  of 
brick  in  the  museum  and  administrative  areas. 

The  new  Ritz  is  a  place  where  entertainment 
and  education  collide.  It  is  the  first  step  in 
Iireserving  the  community's  past.  E.xhibits 
w  ill  include  artifacts  donated  from  area  resi- 
dents. The  10,000  square  foot  display  space 
w  ill  be  divided  between  exhibits  depicting  the 


community  of  LaVilla  and  traveling  exhibits 
that  celebrate  African-American  life.  The  the- 
ater has  a  state-of-the-art  stage  and  sound 
system  with  the  capacity  to  accommodate 
Broadway-style  theater  productions.  The 
[jlanned  performing  arts  middle  school,  just 
one  block  away  (see  page  18).  will  use  the 
Theatre  for  rehearsals  and  performances. 

The  area  is  already  seeing  results  from  the 
revitalization  efforts.  The  Jacksonville  Urban 
League  Community  Development  Center, 
located  just  across  the  street  from  the  Rltz,  is 
a  new  two-story  building  designed  in  a  his- 
torical brick  vernacular  by  PQH  Architects.  It 
consists  of  office  space  on  the  first  and  sec- 
ond floors  with  portions  of  the  first  floor,  fac- 
ing Davis  Street,  having  commercial  and 
retail  space  including  a  restaurant.  Parking  is 
located  along  the  west  end  of  the  block  and 
comprises  about  two  thirds  of  the  block's 
area.  Davis  Street,  which  runs  between  the 
Ritz  and  the  Urban  League  building,  has  seen 
improvements  designed  to  eliminate  most

A  grand  opening  for  the  Ritz  is  slated 
for  September  Already  the  theater  has 
enjoyed  its  share  of  attention.  In 
March,  500  people  gathered  to  cele- 
brate as  the  building  was  blessed  by 
Nobel  Peace  Prize  winner,  Archbishop 
Desmond  Tutu. 

PQH  principal  and  project  designer. 
Ricardo  Quinones.  AIA.  feels  a  real 
sense  of  pride  in  having  helped  the 
LaVilla  community  achieve  its  goal  of 
revltalization.  Especially  important  to 
him  are  the  kind  words  he  received  in 
a  letter  written  to  him  by  Catherine 
Towers,  the  granddaughter  of  N.H. 
Wltschen.  who  originally  contracted  to 
build  the  Ritz  in  1929  on  land  the  fami- 
ly had  owned  for  100  years.  "My  moth- 
er, Catherine  Wltschen  Sears,  and  1 
want  to  express  to  you  just  how  taste- 
ful and  attractive  the  new  building  is. 
We  certainly  support,  progress  when 
the  past  is  presei-ved  through  style, 
memories  and  traditions."

The  Science  of 
Adaptive  Reuse 


Located  just  off  the  town  square  in  downtown  Ocala,  this  adaptive  reuse  project 
breathes  life  into  a  building  that  had  been  vacant  for  more  than  fifteen  years. 
,\rchitects  Design  Group  worked  with  the  City  of  Ocala  to  preserve  a  vital  piece  of 
the  architectural  fabric  of  downtown.  The  city's  goal  was  to  encourage  building 
uses  which  bring  people  downtou'n.  The  Discovery  Science  Center  of  Central 

Florida,  built  in  1994,  has  attracted  tens  of  thousands  of  indivifluals  and 

now  selves  as  a  focal  poini  in  a  multi-county  area. 


The  circa  1950's  Art  Deco  style  movie  theater  was  extensively  remod- 
eled to  accommodate  the  Science  Center  which  features  hands-on,  inter- 
active exhibits.  The  design  concept  inserted  a  series  of  exhibit  platforms 
and  connector  bridges  within  the  existing  volume.  These  were  success- 
fully integrated  into  the  space  utilizing  the  existing  structural  system  or 
by  enhancing  its  capabilities. 

A  temporary  e.xliibit  area  was  created  by  extending  the  existing  stage  and  concur- 
rently providing  access  by  means  of  a  ramp  designed  integrally  with  the  exhibit 
area.  This  is  the  focal  [loint  of  Ihe  Science  Center  and  its  importance  is  reinforced 
with  the  use  of  color.  Color  is  used  throughout  the  Center  to  iiositively  affect  the 
visitor  experience. 

The  Center  designed  to  educate  and  entertain  the  area's  youth,  had  to  be  aceessi- 
lilc  Inr  the  iihysically  impaired.  This  challenge  resulted  in  the  addition  of  an  exteri- 
or elevator  element  to  provide  accessibility  to  the  upper  level  balcony  space. 
The  building's  structural  system,  which  had  been  entirely  concealed,  was  exposed 
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The  upper  level  balcony  and  raised  plallurrns  allow  for 
structural  components  to  be  visually  expressed. 


and  color-coded  to  indicate  its  importance.  The  new 
structural  components  were  visually  expressed  in  a 
fortliright  manner  By  exixising  and  defining  these 
elements  the  viewing  public  is  treated  to  an  exhibit  of 
structural  forces. 

In  a  similar  manner  the  mechanical  systems  were 
made  visual  exhibits  themselves,  also  color-coded  to 
indicate  their  importance.  The  result  is  a  celebration 
of  the  integration  of  the  various  elements — lighting, 
mechanical  equipment,  power  distribution  and  life 
safety  systems. 

This  building  which  recalls  fond  memories  for  many  of 
Ocala's  citizens  has  been  given  a  new  life  for  a  new 
generation  of  youngsters.  The  Discovery  Science 
Center  has  created  a  viable  focal  point  of  interest  in 
the  downtown  area.

Answer — by  combining 
imagination  witli  a  knowledge  of  the  subject  exhibited  and  with 
a  little  help  from  a  review  printed  in  the  Washington  Post. 


A  Review: 

Jacobsen  Exhibit  Opens  at  the 
National  Building  Museum

The  subject  in  (|uestioii  is  a  retro- 
spective exhibition  on  the  woi'k  of 
Hugh  Newell  Jacobsen  currently  on 
view  at  the  National  Building 
Museum  in  Washington.  D.C.  The 
relevancy  here  is  that  not  only  will 
Jacobsen  be  the  juror  for  this  year's  AIA  Florida  "Excellence  in 
Architecture"  awards,  but  two  of  his  houses  located  in  Windsor. 
Florida  are  featured  in  the  exhibition. 

Benjamin  Forgey  the  reviewer  for  the  Post,  had  this  description 
for  the  houses  featured  in  the  exhibition;  "They  are  hauntingly 
familiar,  yet  somehow  transformed  and  perfected.  They  are  like 
houses  idealized  by  memory  or  visualized  succinctly  in  dreams, 
lingering  in  the  mind's  eye."  Perusal  of  two  books  published  on 
Jacobsen's  work  confirms  this  visual  image  as  house  after 
house  is  pictured  in  pristine  clarity  as  images  in  the  landscape.

The  exhibition,  presenting  this  work  in  photographs,  plans  and 
models  in  a  cohesive  whole,  illustrates  a  body  of  work  remark- 
able in  its  consistency  yet  varied  in  its  individuality 

The  exhibition  has  been  arranged  by  chief  curator  lIoscijIi  Rosa 
in  four  chronological  sections  giving  fairly  equal  emphasis  to 
sevei'al  periods  of  work.  Forgey  felt  this  to  be  a  bit  misleading 
by  implying  each  division  represents  stylistic  or  philosophical 
shifts.  Rather  he  feels  Jacobsen's  architecture  "has  been  more 
a  matter  of  gradual  refinement  and  increasing  mastery  than  of 
radical  breaks". 

Jacobsen's  familiar  parti  of  multi-part  structures  topped  with 
steei^ly  pitched  roofs  is  identified  by  Rosa  as  stemming  from  a 
1971  house,  which  he  characterized  as  "an  abstract  interpre- 
tation of  a  traditional  American  domestic  building  form".  The 
exhibition  confii'uis  that  Jacobsen  continues  to  refine  this  parti, 
adapting  each  house  to  its  place  on  the  earth. 

The  retrospective  exhibition  continues  through  August  1 5  at 
the  National  Building  Museum  in  Washington.  D.C. 

.Architecture  students  at  Catholic  University  crafted  the  models 
shown  and  most  nf  the  photographs  are  by  Robert  Lautman.

Its 
copper  standing-seam  roof  has 
broad  4-foot  overhangs  that 
shed  rain  without  the  need  for 
gutters  and  downspouts. 
Because  of  the  region's  extreme 
weather  conditions-near  perfect 
climate  punctuated  by  violent 
hurricanes-openings  are  protect- 
ed by  both  conventional  shutters 
and  triple  hung  Bermuda  shut- 
ters. These  shutters  also  filter 
the  sunlight  and  allow  for  cross 
ventilation.

Architecture:    A  Societal  Responsibility

From  time  to  time  it  is  necessary  for  many 
of  us  to  re-evaluate  why  we  became  and 
why  we  are  still,  practicing  architects.  We 
must  contemplate  the  role  that  our  profes- 
sion has  prepared  us  to  play  in  our  society 
and  how  we  will  be  judged  by  our  life's 
work  as  an  architect. 

Many  of  us  will  look  with  pride  to  the  ait. 
beauty  and  vision  we  have  brought  to  the 
built  environment.  Others  will  see  the  meld- 
ing of  the  art  and  technology'  into  a  product 
tliat  makes  them  proud  and  that  satisfies 
the  need  of  a  client.  Still  others  will  say  it  is 
just  a  way  of  earning  a  living — the  more  I 
make,  the  more  successful  1  am. 

I  feel,  however,  that  architects  must  evalu- 
ate their  societal  responsibility  and  adopt 
an  even  higher  aspiration  for  the  profession. 
An  aspiration  that  recognizes  an  architect's 
unique  talents  of  vision  and  understands 
how  our  architectural  design  work  affects 
all  aspects  of  a  community's  life.  It  is  often 
said  that  a  politician,  developer  or  civic 
leader  is  the  "architect"  of  an  idea.  This 
phrase  is  used  to  describe  a  leader  who  can 
envision  and  create  a  value  for  our  society 

I  believe  that  the  profession  of  architecture 
and  architects,  as  individuals,  should 
assume  the  societal  roles  that  utilize  our 
unique  abilities.  We  must  begin  to  live  up 
to  the  ideals  that  the  word  "architect"  rep- 
resents. An  architect  envisions  an  idea, 
organizes  an  effort,  builds  community  con- 
sensus and.  finally,  brings  the  vision  into 


reality  It  is  necessary  to  begin  asking  our- 
selves how  we  as  individuals,  and  more 
particularly  as  a  profession,  can  make  a 
contribution  to  better  our  communities.  We 
must  lead  the  effort  to  return  to  how  the 
architectural  profession  was  recognized  in 
the  past.  We  must  again  be  perceived  as 
"master-builders". 

But  in  order  to  lead,  you  must  first  get 
involved.  For  too  many  years  architects  have 
sat  on  the  sidelines  and  criticized  how  our 
communities  are  deteriorating  while  others 
are  making  all  the  decisions  regarding  plan- 
ning for  where  we  work,  live  and  play 

Too  many  of  us  have  been  caught  up  in 
"what  is  in  it  for  us?"  rather  than  "what  is 
expected  of  us?"  In  the  end,  it  is  true,  "to 
whom  much  is  given,  much  is  expected". 
We  will  be  judged  b>'  how  well  we  have 
used  our  design  and  organizational  talents 
for  the  betterment  of  all.  For  just  as  an  ath- 
lete is  a  role  model  because  of  his  athletic 
talents,  so  are  we  a  role  model  for  the  tal- 
ents which  our  profession  represents. 

As  architects  we  should  be  proud  of  the 
profession  we  represent  and  make  our  daily 
actions  a  credit  to  the  profession.  It  is 
essential  that  we  contribute  to  the  commu- 
nity in  which  we  have  chosen  to  live.  We 
must  be  continually  aware  that  we  will  be 
judged,  not  by  what  we  have  gained  from 
architecture,  but  by  what  we  have  given  on 
behalf  of  our  profession. 
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Seven  operating  rooms 

at  Jackson  Memorial  are  served  by  one  air  handler 

that  delivers  14,000  cfm  of  fresh  air.  These  rooms  require  the 

removal  of  370  pounds  of  moisture  per  hour  on  a  typical  day  in  order 

to  maintain  65°  F  dry  bulb  and  50%  relative  humidity.  A  single  natural 

gas-reactivated  (steam)  desiccant  dehumldifier  was  specified  to  pretreat 

the  outside  air  and  send  it  to  the  operating  rooms.

A  well-planned  network  of 
roads,  bridges,  railways,  ports,  and  airports  allows  for  the  easy  movement  of  peo- 
ple, goods  and  services:  and  serves  as  an  impetus  for  economic  growth  and  physical 
expansion.  Our  statewide  and  intra-city  transportation  systems  are  the  skeletons 
for  community  development — the  structural  grid  that  spurs  the  building  of  neigh- 
borhoods, retail,  commercial  and  industrial  areas. 

With  its  54,157  square  miles  and  estimated  14  million  residents  (not  counting 
an  estimated  48.7  million  tourists  annually),  Florida  has  the  fourth  largest  popula- 
tion in  the  United  States.  By  the  year  2010,  the  number  of  residents  Is  expected  to 
reach  18  million.  To  accommodate  this  burgeoning  growth,  the  state  is  undergoing 
a  boom  in  transportation  development.  This  has  created  a  tremendous  opportunity 
for  architects  to  become  involved  not  only  in  the  design  of  transportation  systems, 
but  in  the  design  of  the  associated  buildings  and  structures  which  become  land- 
marks, reference  points,  and  destination  points  that  define  a  com- 
munity Transportation  systems  aren't  just  avenues  for  perpetual 
motion,  they  are  spaces  that  millions  of  people  will  experience, 
and  as  such  should  engage  and  delight  travelers  as  well  as  get 
them  where  they  need  to  go. 

For  instance,  major  airports  In  Miami,  Orlando,  Tampa, 
Jacksonville,  Pensacola  and  Ft.  Myers — all  international  portals 
to  our  state — are  undergoing  massive  expansion.  Additionally, 
the  number  of  seaport  terminals  is  being  increased  to  accommo- 
date the  growing  leisure  tour  and  import/export  Industries.  These 
projects  provide  a  perfect  opportunity  for  architects  to  create  a 
visual  statement — to  residents  and  visitors  alike — about  the 
state's  natural  beauty,  grace,  charm  and  elegance. 

Mass  transit  will  continue  to  be  a  major  issue,  as  experts  agree 
that  our  roads  and  highways  cannot  accommodate  ever-increas- 
ing traffic.  Yet,  light  rail,  such  as  that  proposed  in  Orlando,  is 
highly  controversial  because  it  would  run  through  densely  popu- 
lated urban  areas.  Therefore,  the  architect's  skill  and  expertise 
can  be  tapped  to  design  transit  stations  that  blend  with  the 
unique  cityscape. 

Even  with  the  advent  of  mass  transit,  cars  will  continue  to  be 
the  chief  form  of  transportation  for  years  to  come,  so  the  demand 
for  public  parking  will  continue.  Architects  know  that  parking 
garages  aren't  just  temporary  storage  facilities  for  commuter  vehicles — they  must 
provide  safe  passage  to  the  people  who  use  them  and  should  contribute  to  the 
ambiance  of  the  city  Hence,  we're  seeing  a  trend  toward  more  attractive  and 
secure  stmctures.  Including  some  that  incorporate  commercial  areas  at  the  street  level. 

AIA  members  are  also  turning  their  attention  to  our  aging  bridges,  a  major 
issue  in  a  state  famous  for  its  waterways.  For  example,  AIA  Sarasota  Is  wrangling 
with  how  the  new  bridge  design  will  affect  that  city's  sense  of  community  and  AIA 
Jacksonville  is  wrestling  with  FDOT's  proposal  to  replace  a  St.  Augustine  landmark 
—  the  historic  Bridge  of  the  Lions.  Architects  realize  that  bridges  aren't  simply 
steel  or  concrete  spans,  they  should  have  character  and  be  a  part  of  what  makes  a 
community  unique.  Happily  we  are  now  seeing  architects  on  engineering  consulting 
teams  to  provide  design  input  so  that  new  bridges  integrate  smoothly  with  the 
urban  fabric. 

It's  our  job,  as  AIA  architects,  to  be  sure  that  transportation  systems  are  as 
beautiful  as  they  are  ftinctional.  In  addition  to  being  safe,  reliable  and  convenient, 
they  should  delight  the  senses,  create  a  sense  of  pride  and  place,  and  put  a  smile  on 
the  faces  of  the  users.  After  all,  no  matter  what  your  journey  getting  there  Is  half 
the  ftin.

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TRIAL  LAWYERS  WIN  AGAIN: 

FLORIDA  ARCHITECTS  AND  ENGINEERS 

ARE  IN  JEOPARDY

On  Thursday.  July  1,  1999.  the  Florida  Supreme 
Court,  in  one  fell  swoop,  effectively  reversed  almost 
thirty  years  of  well-reasoned  opinions  regarding  a 
professional's  liability  exposure  for  economic  dam- 
ages to  clients  and  third  parties.  While  the  Court 
claimed  only  to  be  clari^ing  the  intent  of  earlier 
opinions  regarding  professional  liability,  its  written 
conclusions  clarilj'  only  one  thing — Florida's 
heretofore  common  sense  rationale  regarding  pro- 
fessional liability  has  been  scrapped.  Trial  lawyers 
will  have  an  "open  season"  on  professionals  in  the 
future. 

Moransais  v.  Heathman,  Bromwell  & 
Carrier,  Inc.,  Jordan  and  Sauls 

Admittedly,  bad  facts  tend  to  make  bad  law.  The 
facts  in  this  case  are  as  follows.  In  June  1993. 
Moransais.  the  plaintiff  in  this  case,  contracted  to 
purchase  a  home  ft'om  Heathman.  one  of  the  defen- 
dants. Moransais  also  contracted  with  Bromwell  & 
Carrier,  a  professional  engineering  corporation,  to 
perform  a  detailed  inspection  of  the  home  and  to 
advise  him  of  the  condition  of  the  home.  Jordan 
and  Sauls,  two  of  the  engineering  employees  of  the 
corporation,  actually  performed  the  inspection  and 
prepared  the  report  that  was  allegedly  defective  in 
that  it  contained  no  disclosure  concerning  defects 
in  the  condition  of  the  air  conditioning,  the  electri- 
cal system  and  the  roof  of  the  home.  Moransais 
sued  Heathman.  the  owner  of  the  home,  sued  the 
engineering  corporation  for  breach  of  its  contract 
and  sued  Jordan  and  Sauls  for  professional  mal- 
practice. Moransais'  complaint  alleged  no  bodily 
injury  or  property  damages  but  sought  to  recover 
economic  damages. 

After  decisions  by  a  Lakeland  trial  court  and  the 
Second  District  Court  of  Appeal,  the  Florida 
Supreme  Court  was  asked  to  review  the  case  and 
stated  the  issues  in  the  case  as  follows: 

(1)  WHERE  A  PURCHASER  OF  A  HOME 
CONTRACTS  WITH  AN  ENGINEERING 
CORPORATION.  DOES  THE  PURCHASER  HAVE 
A  CAUSE  OF  ACTION  FOR  PROFESSIONAL 
MALPRACTICE  AGAINST  AN  EMPLOYEE  OF 


THE  ENGINEERING  CORPORATION  WHO 
PERFORMED  THE  ENGINEERING  SERVICES? 

(2)  DOES  THE  ECONOMIC  LOSS  RULE  BAR  A 
CLAIM  FOR  PROFESSIONAL  MALPRACTICE 
AGAINST  THE  INDIVIDUAL  ENGINEER  WHO 
PERFORMED  THE  INSPECTION  OF  THE 
RESIDENCE  WHERE  NO  PERSONAL  INJURY  OR 
PROPERTY  DAMAGE  RESULTED? 

With  regard  to  the  first  issue,  the  Court  answered 
the  question  in  the  affirmative.  The  Court  wrote  a 
lengthy  analysis  regarding  the  "Liability  of 
Professionals."  reviewing  early  opinions  interpret- 
ing Florida's  Professional  Service  Corporation 
Act,  now  Chapter  62 1 .  Florida  Statutes,  which 
allowed  various  professions  to  form  corporations 
or  associations  to  permit  certain  tax  advantages, 
primarily  the  establishment  of  pension  and  profit 
sharing  plans  for  the  benefit  of  employees.  The 
Court  then  notes,  in  a  1961  opinion,  that  it  per- 
mitted lawyers  to  form  professional  associations 
for  tax  advantages  only  and  with  no  intent  to 
relax  the  lawyer's  responsibility  to  his  client.  The 
Court  states: 

//)  other  words,  we  approved  the  practice  of  law 
in  a  corporate  form  subject  to  the  express  recog- 
nition tliat  under  the  common  law.  a  lauyer  who 
renders  professional  services  owes  a  duty  of  care 
regardless  of  the  fact  that  the  lawyer  is  an  asso- 
ciate or  partner  in  a  business  entity  that  con- 
tracts to  provide  professional  services  to  the 
injured  party  (pp.  10  and  II) 

The  Court  then  refers  to  Section  621.07  of  the 
Professional  Semce  Corporation  Act.  which 
states  in  pertinent  part: 

Nothing  contained  in  this  Act  shall  be  interpreted 
to  abolish,  repeal,  modify,  restrict,  or  limit  the  law 
now  in  effect  in  this  state  applicable  to  the  pro- 
fessional relationship  and  liabilities  between  the 
person  furnishing  the  professional  services  and 
the  person  receiving  such  professional  service 
and  to  the  standards  for  professional  conduct; . . . 
The  Court  notes  that  Section  471.023(3).  of  the 
Engineering  Practice  Act.  contains  basically  the 
same  language  as  Section  621.07.  The  Court 
announces  that: 

It  is  apparent  that  the  Legislature  in  enacting 
these  provisions,  clearly  intended  to  affirm  the 
common  law  pertaining  to  professional  services 
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and  llie  common  law  liabilities  flowing  from  ttie 
negligent  performance  ofsucli  seivices. 

The  practical  effect  of  this  part  of  fhe  ruling  is 
that  the  individual  professional  members  of  a 
firm  may  now  be  sued  in  their  own  name,  with 
their  personal  assets  placed  in  jeopardy,  for  ser- 
vices provided  under  a  contract  between  the 
engineering  corporation  and  the  client. 

The  Court  answereii  the  second  question  listed 
above  in  the  negative.  Heretofore,  the  econom- 
ic loss  rule  barred  a  claim  for  professional  mal- 
practice against  an  individual  engineer/employ- 
ee where  the  plaintiff's  claim  was  for  economic 
damages  only  and  the  plaintiff  had  a  contract 
with  the  engineering  corporation.  After  engag- 
ing in  a  rather  lengthy  analysis  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  economic  loss  rule  in  Florida,  the 
Court  states: 

Today,  we  again  emphasize  tliat  by  recognizing 
that  tlie  economic  loss  rule  may  have  some 
genuine,  hut  limited,  value  in  our  damages  law. 
we  never  intended  to  bar  well-established  com- 
mon law  causes  of  action,  such  as  those  for 
neglect  in  providing  professional  services. 
Rather  the  rule  was  primarily  intended  to  limit 
actions  in  the  product  liability  context,  and  its 
application  should  generally  be  limited  to  those 
contexts  or  situations  where  the  policy  consid- 
erations are  substantially  identical  to  those 
underlying  the  product  liability-type  analysis. 
We  hesitate  to  speculate  hirther  on  situations 
not  actually  before  us.  (pp.  22  and  24) 

While  the  above-quoted  language  may  leave  one 
with  some  hope  regarding  the  limitations  of  this 
ruling,  the  Court  polishes  off  its  opinion  in  its 
"conclusion"  stating: 

Accordingly  we  hold  the  economic  loss  rule 
does  not  bar  a  cause  of  action  against  a  profes- 
sional for  his  or  her  negligence  even  though  the 
damages  are  purely  economic  in  nature  and 
the  aggrieved  party  has  entered  into  a  contract 
with  the  professional's  employer  We  also  hold 
that  Florida  recognizes  a  common  law  cause  of 
action  against  professionals  based  on  their  acts 
of  negligence  despite  the  lack  of  direct  contract 
between  the  professional  and  the  aggrieved 
party 


As  applied  to  the  facts  of  this  case,  the  Comt  is 
saying  that  Moransais  can  sue  the  engineering 
corporation  for  breach  of  contract  and  simulta- 
neously sue  the  individual  engineers  of  record 
for  professional  malpractice.  Until  this  opinion, 
such  suits  have  not  been  allowed  and  the 
Second  District  Court  of  .Appeal  had  so  ruled  in 
this  case.  Uliile  the  Court's  conclusionary  hold- 
ings are  troublesome  when  applied  to  the  facts 
of  this  case,  they  are  potentially  devastating 
when  applied  to  other  fact  patterns.  For 
instance,  does  the  Court  mean  that  architects 
and  engineers  may  be  sued  for  professional  neg- 
ligence by  third  parties  such  as  general  contrac- 
tors, ciindnminium  unit  owners,  etc.,  even 
though  these  third  parties  do  not  have  contrac- 
tual relations  with  the  architects  or  engineers 
and  have  contractual  remedies  against  other 
parties  for  their  economic  losses?  The  tone  of 
the  Court's  analysis  certainly  seems  to  indicate 
its  willingness  to  reach  the  same  conclusion 
based  upon  such  facts. 

Dissenting  Opinion 

The  Supreme  Court,  being  a  democratic  judicial 
body,  rules  based  upon  majority  vote.  Five  jus- 
tices voted  in  support  of  the  opinion  and  one 
justice  dissented.  Justice  Ben  Overton  writes  a 
lengthy  dissent  wherein  he  carefully  explains 
why  the  Supreme  Court  had  precluded  such 
suits  in  the  past.  He  quotes  at  length  from  prior 
opinions  of  the  Court  where  it  was  determineiJ 
that  contract  principles  were  mui'c  appropriate 
than  tort  principles  for  recovering  economic  loss 
where  there  was  no  physical  injury  or  property 
damage.  He  correctly  observes  that  the  majori- 
ty opinion  substantially  obliterates  the  distinc- 
tion between  contract  and  tort  causes  of  action 
and  effectively  overrules  prior  decisions  of  the 
Court.  The  fact  is  this  case  appears  to  repre- 
sent a  complete  philosophical  reversal  by  the 
Court  whereby,  in  the  future,  professional  liabili- 
ty will  be  judged  under  a  tort  analysis  rather 
than  a  contract  analysis.  The  increased  risk  of 
suits  and  damages  against  professionals  cannot 
be  underestimated.  As  Justice  Overton  explains: 

"In  all  probability,  the  immediate  effect  of  this 
niajoi'ity  opinion  will  be  an  increase  in  malprac- 
tice insurance  rates  and  the  resulting  increased 
costs  of  all  types  of  professional  services  to  the 
consumers.  By  its  holding,  the  majority  is 
spreading  the  cost  of  the  losses  among  the  pub- 


lic as  a  whole  instead  of  re(|uiring  contracting 
parties  to  protect  themselves  in  their  contracts. 
There  is  no  pulilic  need  or  necessity  for  this 
result  because  all  parties  have  a  basis  for  a 
claim  under  the  contract  they  bargain  for  It 
appears  that  this  Court  wants  to  give  them 
more  and  spread  the  cost  to  the  public."

The  project  is  divided  into  a  noitli  and  soutli 
car  pait.  Eacli  garage  consists  of  three  large 
multi-level  parking  decks  connected  to  a  com- 
mon pedestrian  circulation  edge.  This  pedes- 
trian promenade  consists  of  a  series  of  elevators,  stairs, 
escalators,  and  iiower  walks.  The  parking  structure  is 
among  the  largest  in  the  world.  The  entire  complex  is 
nearly  a  half-mile  in  length. 

In  an  altem|)t  to  address  the  scale  of  both  the  pedestrian 
and  the  automnliile,  designer  Tim  McNicholas  explores  the 
serial  nature  of  large  linear  structures  and  counter  poses  a 
series  of  vertical  spatial  events  that  mark  the  circulation 
lobbies.  The  parti  organizes  each  structure  into  thirds  and 
gathers  the  public  toward  the  middle  level  along  the  west 
facade,  which  offers  spectacular  views  across  the  resort  development. 
By  creating  a  series  of  unique  spatial  events  that  organize  one's 
movement  both  vertically  and  horizontally,  the  design  mani|3ulates  the 
scale  of  the  complex  and  creates  a  series  of  specific  and  distinct 
spaces  that  assist  in  navigating  the  overall  structui'e. 

The  garage  structures  are  cast-in-place  concrete  with  precast  walls 
and  planters.  The  roofscapes.  bridges  and  architectural  promenades 
along  the  pedestrian  path  are  steel  and  aluminum  to  counter  pose  the 
mass  of  the  garage  frame.  Forms  induce  ventilation  and  offer  sweep- 
ing brows  to  shield  the  sun.  The  flnish  palette  draws  upon  the  tex- 
tures and  colors  of  the  landscape  to  allow  the  building  to  recede  into 
the  surrounding  vegetation.

The  face  of  transportation  in  America  began  to  cltange  rapidly  after  World 
War  II.

Rowe  Architects  of  Tampa  was  commissioned  by 
the  Tampa  Union  Station  Preseivation  and 
Redevelopment  Board  to  restore  the  station  to  its 
iirigiiial  splendor  The  original  station  was 
designed  by  William  Edwards  in  an  Italian 
Renaissance  revival  style.  It  is  constructed  with 
load-bearing  brick  walls  and  wood  framed  floors 
and  I'oof.  The  exterior  walls  are  composed  of  dark 
maroon  brick  and  contrasting  detail  in  white  terra  cotta  and  crowned  with  a 
terra  cotta  entablature  and  parapet  coping.  The  main  facade,  oriented 
towards  downtown  Tampa,  is  composed  of  alternating  pavilions  and  recessed 
entrance  bays,  and  features  white  terra  cotta  Corinthian  columns  flanking 
the  entrances.  Monumental  fenestration  consists  of  full  height  w ooti  framed 
units  set  in  deep,  round-arched  recesses. 

The  original  masonry  was  cleaned  and  all  ioinls  were  tuckpointed.  Damaged 
and  missing  brick  and  terra  cotta  were  replaced  with  matching  pieces.  The 
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wood  windows  and  interior  doors  were  restored;  damaged  mem- 
bers were  repaired  witli  epoxy  or  replaced  if  damaged  beyond 
repair.  The  remaining  original  glass  was  reused.  The  e.xterior 
doors  were  replaced  with  new  wood  doors  fabricated  from  the 
original  drawings. 

The  building  has  a  central  waiting  room  flanked  by  two-story 
wings  on  the  east.  The  grand  waiting  room,  two  stories  in  height, 
is  flooded  with  light  streaming  in  through  the  arched  transoms 
and  skylights,  featuring  copper-framed  green,  brown  and  white 
colored  glass.  This  space  is  accentuated  by  a  deeply  coffered 
ceiling  with  five  skylights,  located  at  the  center  and  four  corners, 
and  deep  wooden  cornice.  A  rose  and  gray  terrazzo  floor  reflects

the  ceiling's  pattern  and  the  dark  green  tile  wainscoting,  with  an 
orange  tile  stripe,  covers  the  lower  part  of  the  ualls.  Three  individ- 
ual balconies:  with  scrolled  brackets,  cast  iron  and  brass  railings, 
the  deep  mouldings  to  match  the  ceiling  cornices,  are  located  at 
and  second  floor  level  on  both  the  east  and  west  walls,  overlooking 
the  waiting  room.  The  two-story  wings  originally  contained  public 
spaces  on  the  first  door  and  offices  for  the  railroads  on  the  second 
floor.  Double  doors  on  the  north  wall,  opposite  the  two  main 
entrance  doors  on  the  south  wall,  lead  to  a  steel  truss  framed  open 
concourse  with  access  to  the  train  platforms. 

The  plaster  on  the  walls  and  ceiling  contained  asbestos  and  had 
to  be  removed.  The  decorative  plaster  pilasters  and  balcony 
brackets  were  saved  by  encapsulating  the  asbestos  containing

plaster  w  ith  paint.  Broken  pieces  of  the  coppered  glass  in  tiie 
transoms  and  sicylights  were  replaced  with  glass  from  two  of  the 
skylights  which  were  reglazed  with  new  coppered  glass  from  the 
original  glass  manufacturer  The  tile  wainscot  had  been  acid 
etched  and  painted.  The  lead  based  paint  was  I'emoved  l)y  sponge 
blasting  and  sealed  with  an  epoxy  coating  to  resloi'c  ihc  original 


luster  destroyed  by  the  acid  wash,  the  terrazzo  floors  were 
repaired  and  refmished;  new  sections  were  separated  from  the 
old  at  the  color  bands  to  minimize  the  color  differences.  The  wood 
trim  and  ceiling  coffers  were  repaired  utilizing  the  original  wood 
members  to  the  greatest  extent  possible. 

The  challenge  of  restoration  was  heightened  by  the  desire  of  the 
preservationists  to  restore  the  building  to  comply  with  the  stan- 
dards of  historic  buildings:  and  the  need  of  the  major  user 
Amtrak.  to  have  a  station  that  incorporated  all  the  modern  conve- 
niences of  a  multi-modal  transportation  facility. 

The  rehabilitated  Tampa  Union  Station  has  reenergized  the  previ- 
ously blighted  area  of  Tampa.  The  station  has  returned  to  its  origi- 
nal use  as  an  active  train  station  and  vital  transportation  hub.  The 
building  is  utilized  by  Amtrak  trains,  the  Hartline  bus  system  and 
the  Ybor  City  trolley  There  are  plans  for  it  to  be  used  by  a  region- 
al commuter  rail  netwoi'k.  The  station  represents  a  living  history 
of  transportation  and  is  an  iin|)orlaiil:  link  between  the  20tli  and 
2 1  St  centuries.

Tiie  liuildlng  is  designed  in  a  "Florida  Cracker"  style  of 
architecture,  employing  traditional  building  elements  like 
a  pitched  roof  with  deep  overhangs,  shiplap  siding,  pil- 
ing construction  and  wood  railings  and  pickets.  A  large 
elevated  deck  is  positioned  on  the  west  side  of  the  build- 
ing, toward  the  runway,  providing  an  excellent  vantage 
point  to  observe  aircraft  and  wildlife. 

The  2,000  square  foot  General  Aviation  Building  at  the 
Immokalee  Regional  Airport  was  constructed  in  1 995  for 
$238,900,  including  $30,500  for  site  development  costs. 
Immokalee  is  a  rural  community  surrounded  by  agricul- 
tural proijerties  and  a  new  industrial  and  foreign  trade 
zone.  The  building  includes  durable  standard  finishes 
and  fi.\tures  such  as  solid  laminated  doors,  commercial 
grade  windows,  tegular  ceilings,  a  galvalume  standing 
seam  metal  roof  with  five  feet  overhangs  and  smooth 
floated  sand  finish  stucco  on  all  e.xterior  walls  and  sof- 
fits. The  roof  form  is  designed  to  respond  to  the  context 
of  an  airfield  in  Southwest  Florida,  with  references  to 
dynamic  aeronautical  forms  combined  with  elements  of 
vernacular  Florida-style  design.

Downtown  Lakeland  has  experienced  a  renaissance  during  tlie 
past  10  years  that  includes  the  construction  of  a  new  train  station 
to  welcome  visitors  to  this  traditional  urban  experience.  Wallis 
Murphey  Boyington  Architects,  Inc.  designed  a  "multi-model" 
station  to  serve  Amtrak  trains,  city  transit  and  interstate  busses. 


Planned  Pride 


In  1988.  the  City  of  Lakeland  and  the  Lakeland 
Downtown  Development  Authority  began  a 
majoi'  effort  to  turn  its  downtown  around  and 
make  it  a  source  of  pride  for  the  community.  The 
city's  strategic  plan  included  the  restoration  of 
the  city's  town  square,  e.xtensive  streetscaping.  new  public  build- 
ings and  the  restoration  of  a  grand  lakeside  park. 

In  the  midst  of  the  planned  redevelopment  projects  an  opportunity 
arose  for  the  community  to  build  a  new  train  station  downtown. 
Amtrak  was  scheduled  to  lose  its  lease  on  the  existing  station  in 
1 996  and  needed  a  new  facility  The  Downtown  Development 
Authority  approached  the  Florida  Department  of  Transportation  to 
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fund  a  feasibility  study  to  relocate  the  train  station.  The  study 
concluded  that  the  station  should  be  relocated  downtown  on  a 
site  that  provided  a  spectacular  vieu  of  Lakeland's  most 
impressive  lake,  Lake  Mirror 

The  site  provided  significant  design  challenges  as  a  result  of  its 
narrow  depth,  the  foi'mer  resident  and  a  street:  to  rail  elevation 
change  of  about  twelve  feet.  The  design  team  chose  to  take  full 
advantage  of  the  site's  elevation  change  differential  by  creating 
a  two-level  solution  which  accommodates  the  rail  ticketing  and 
waiting  on  the  upper  floor  and  provides  covered  auto  and  bus 
loading  below.  The  design  maximizes  the  views  of  Lake  Mirror 
from  the  train  platform,  lobby  and  obsei'vation  terrace. 

Architecturally  the  building  takes  its  cues  directly  from  the  Lake 
Mirror  Promenade,  a  classic  revival  structure  surrounding  the 
Lake  and  listed  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  The 
train  station's  arches,  materials  and  stylized  ornamentation  are 
all  bori'owed  from  the  Promenade.  The  lobby  evokes  the  grand 
\  aulled  spaces  of  many  of  the  great  railroad  stations  of  the 
past,  although  on  a  significantly  smaller  scale.  Custom,  built-in 
seating,  ticketing  cabinetry  and  flooring  complement  the  vaulted 
ceilings  and  reinforce  the  acoustical  echo  reminiscent  of  past 
train  station  experiences.

This  bridge's  neo-classical  design  will  serve  as  an  expression  of  two  Florida  communities.  Four  spire-like 
towers  will  provide  a  gateway  entrance  and  link  to  the  two  waterfront  towns,  trellis  work  at  the  towers' 
base  offers  an  opportunity  to  integrate  nautical  art  into  the  design.  Immediate  surrounding  areas  will 
feature  a  park  like  promenade  to  encourage  pedestrian  and  passive  waterfront  activity  Architectural  ele- 
ments created  for  the  bridge  will  be  the  genesis  for  tlie  community's  emerging  downtown  revitalization 
through  paving  patterns,  colors  and  light  fixtures.

MGE  Architects,  Coral  Gables,  Florida 

Concourse  "J"  is  a  new  14-gate  concourse  located  at  Miami  International  Airport.  This  $74  million  -i- 
project.  as  a  portion  of  the  major  airport  expansion  and  renovation,  will  accomodate  both  domestic  and 
international  passengers.  Mimicking  the  skin  of  the  aircraft,  the  facility  incorporates  a  standing  seam 
metal  roofing  system  with  glass  facade.

that,  unfortunately,  may  mean  forever. 

Keep  your  contract  and  all  record  documenls-that 
is.  final  drawings  and  specifications-  as  well  as  the 
chronological  file  of  progress  reports  and  correspon- 
dence at  least  until  the  revelant  state  of  limitations 
period  passes.  Files  for  any  project  that  suffered  an 
unusual  number  of  design,  construction,  personality, 
or  financial  problems  should  be  saved  whenever 
possible.  Similarly,  priorities  should  be  given  to  saving 
files  for  those  projects  in  which  new  building  products 
or  systems  or  methods  of  applications  were  used. 

Save  all  documents  when  you  are  the  sole  source 
of  documents:  assume  that  your  client  has  kept  nothing. 

Integrate  documents  into  your  record  set  whenever 
possible.  For  example,  a  change-order  can  be  secure- 
ly stapled  to  the  appropriate  page  of  the  architect's 
record  documents. 

Save  data  that  directly  relates  translating  ideas 
into  design  and  design  into  construction  including  any 
notes  that  reflect  your  clients'  or  consultants'  deci- 
sions to  have  you  vary  the  design  or  details  from  your 
original  proposal. 

Take  particular  note  of  documents  showing  that 
your  services,  judgements,  and  decisions  were  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  standard  of  care  and 
your  professional  services  contract. 

Archiving  computer  files  requires  special  attention. 
Specific  procetlures  may  include  archi\'ing  a  copy  of 
the  current  version  of  the  software  with  data  files, 
placing  back-up  copies  in  separate  locations,  concern 
for  magnetic  interference,  and  a  time  limit  on  how 
long  drawing  files  will  be  saved. 

Make  sure  your  archives  will  stand  the  test  of  time; 
fax  paper,  diazo  prints,  and  some  other  media  fade.

The  transportation  arena  has  historically  been 
the  domain  of  engineers:  civil,  structural  and 
transportation.

The  small,  rectilinear 
concrete  bunkers  that  previously  served  as 
bridge  tenders'  houses  have  been  transformed, 
blossoming  like  water  lilies  into  happy  architec- 
tural icons  along  the  Intracoastal  Wateway 
These  houses  express  something  about  the 
communities  they  border  through  thematic 
design  and  color  In  a  project  in  which  we 
were  involved,  a  bridge  has  become  a  gateway 
suggesting  the  image  of  the  town  the  ti'aveler 
is  entering.  Special  attention  is  given  in  our 
formulation  to  pedestrians  and  bicyclists,  as 
well  as  to  automobiles.  Railing  design,  color. 


light  fixtures,  paving  patterns  and  landscaping 
have  all  become  contributing  elements  enhanc- 
ing the  experience.  And.  even  artwork  is 
encouraged!

Steel 
remembers.  "I  will  never  forget  my  teacher  presenting  me  with  the 
award  and  the  prize  check  at  an  assembly  of  the  entire  junior  high 
school  student  body.  I  was  hooked  on  art!" 

Steel  choose  architecture  as  his  profession  because  he  felt  it  was 
the  highest  expression  of  art.  In  the  late  1980s  when  construction 
in  Florida  slowed,  he  decided  to  spend  more  time  painting.  Within 
two  years  he  w  as  instructing  a  w  atercolor  class  at  the  Vero  Beach 
Center  for  the  Arts  and  enteiing  competitions  again.  He  is  now  a 
member  of  the  Florida  Watercolor  Society  and  the  American  Society 
of  Marine  Artists. 

MICHAEL  GRAVES  SPEAKS  AT  TAMPA  BAY  DINNER

Michael  Graves,  one  of  the  world's  leading  architects,  was  the 
keynote  speaker  at  ALA  Tampa  Bay's  Annual  Dinner  highlighting  the 
chapter's  70^'^  anniversary  Graves,  who  has  practiced  for  35  years, 
spoke  on  cornposiiiim  and  character  His  lifelong  love  of  art  and 
muralists  was  communicated  through  his  many  references  to  Braque, 
Picasso  and  Le  Corbusier. 

The  slides  of  his  work  foctised  on  his  recent  hotel,  office  and  niulti- 
resident-al  projects  in  Japan  and  China.  His  signature  use  of  color — 
a  much  wider  and  fuller  use  of  color  and  patterned  color  than  most 
of  his  contemporaries — to  create  "metaphorical  landscapes."  is 
integral  to  his  work. 

As  he  pointed  out,  his  early  work  responded  to  the  cubist 
simultaneity  of  images,  meaning  and  inspirations  or  derivations 
while  his  recent  work  has  expaniled  into  the  forgotten  or  rejected 
histor^N  of  people  like  Ledoux  and  Boullee  and  constantly  to  classical 
Greece  and  Rome.  This  has  created  a  heallln  ihree-decade  contro- 
versy among  architects,  which  in  the  70s  established  the  post- 
modernist movement  that  Graves  helped  found.  In  listening  to 
Graves'  presentation  one  saw  his  love  of  teaching  coupled  with  his 
immense  architectural  talent  coming  through  to  the  Tampa  audience.

This  project  consists  of  a  1 ,640-seat  opera 
house,  a  conference  center,  a  180  room 
three-star  hotel,  a  retail  center  and  eight 
office  buildings.  The  Performing  Arts  Center 
is  a  modern  structure,  crisscrossed  by 
pedestrian  walkways  that  lead  to  boldly 
shaped  exterior  courtyards  carved  out  of  the 
solid  megablock.  The  opera  bridges  cross 
over  the  boulevard,  acting  as  a  gateway  from 
the  modern  city  to  the  historic  district.

This  grand  estate  located  between  the  Atlantic  Ocean 
and  the  Intracoastal  Waterway  is  designed  to  capture 
distinct  views  of  sunrises  and  sunsets  over  the  water. 
The  traditional  "H"  plan  provides  for  unobstructed 
views  of  the  ocean  and  protects  the  pool  and  court- 
yard area  from  the  sometimes-harsh  ocean  breeze. 
The  entry  sequence  is  enhanced  by  a  winding  main 
drive  which  creates  a  romantic  transition  between  the 
street  and  the  Motor  Court  and  Porte  Gochere.  A 
coral  stone  clad  foyer  buffers  the  interior  from  the 
exterior  and  links  the  Great  Hall  to  the  public  spaces. 
The  use  of  coral  stone  is  reflective  of  the  indigenous 
material  found  on  the  coral  reef  located  in  the  shal- 
lows just  off  the  property.

This  multi  modal  transportation  center  is  nearly  a 
half-mile  long  and  contains  some  of  the  world's 
largest  parking  structures.  The  garage  structures 
are  cast-in-place  concrete  with  precast  walls  and 
planters.  The  exterior  precast  planters  use  a  rich 
aggregate  that  reflects  the  color  palette  of  the 
subtropical  Florida  landscape.  The  roofscapes, 
bridges  and  architectural  promenades  along  the 
pedestrian  path  are  steel  and  aluminum  to  counter 
pose  the  mass  of  the  garage.  A  series  of  connecting 
elevating  walks,  a  central  60,000  square  foot 
pedestrian  and  bus  terminal  arrival  building,  and  a 
60-foot-wide  pedestrian  bridge  over  a  major 
entrance  boulevard  are  designed  to  acconunodate 
40,000  people  daily.  The  forms  of  the  pedestrian 
promenade  induce  ventilation  and  offer  sweeping 
brows  to  shield  the  sun.  The  exterior  finish  palette 
draws  upon  the  textures  and  colors  of  the  land- 
scape to  allow  the  massing  of  the  building  to  recede 
into  the  surrounding  vegetation.

This  private  residence,  situated  on  an  island  near 
Sarasota,  is  a  combination  of  simple  forms,  sculptural 
pieces  and  a  few  punches  of  color  The  simple,  solid, 
geometric  forms  are  oriented  to  capture  sweeping 
views  of  the  hartror  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  Two  inde- 
pendent rectangular  forms,  connected  by  a  transpar- 
ent entr^'  space,  identify  separate  public  and  private 
spaces.

The  building  parti  for  this  project  is  a  collage  of  a  primary  bar  shaped  build- 
ing element  that  Is  activated  with  bisecting  flat  elements.  These  elements 
house  the  congregational  spaces  such  as  roll  call,  conference  room  and 
lobby  space.  The  collage  is  further  expressed  by  differentiating  the  bisecting 
elements  both  volumetrically  and  materially.  A  two-story,  horizontally  lit 
gallery  aligns  with  the  officers'  main  entrance  and  bisects  the  main  bar 
form  linking  it  with  the  conference  room.  The  curved  brick  is  juxtaposed 
across  a  grassed  outdoor  space  by  the  square  shaped  element  housing  the 
officers'  break  room  and  exercise  space.  The  building  assemblage  combines 
the  site's  dense  forest  with  program  elements  to  create  exterior  spaces 
giving  the  officers  a  place  for  solace  from  the  sometimes  violent  and  tragic 
elements  of  their  profession.

Lasting  Design 

by  Edward  (Tim)  Seibert,  FAIA 


If  one  is  going  to  feel  romantic  about  a  fiouse,  the  Jolin  D.  MacDonald 
residence  on  Siesta  Key  is  a  good  ciioice.  It  stands  on  Big  Pass,  and  one 
can  loolc  soutfiwest  to  tiie  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  nortfiwest  to  tlie  end  of  Lido 
Key,  with  pines  filtering  the  view  of  resort  hotels  and  condominiums.  To 
the  north  and  noitheast,  the  sparkling  city  of  Sarasota  is  a  nighttime 
jewel  of  lights. 

A  little  inlet  called  Fiddlers'  Bayou  curves  in  around  the  house, 
giving  it  water  on  three  sides  and  making  it  potentially  as  vulnerable  to 
tidal  fluctuations  and  prevailing  winds  as  the  surrounding  mangroves, 
oaks,  palms  and  wild  grasses.  It  is  a  structure  specially  built  to  withstand 
storm  tides  and  high  winds,  as  it  has  done  for  a  third  of  a  century 

Approached  from  a  boat  on  the  gulf  side,  the  great  pyramidal,  metal  roof 
shining  in  the  brilliant  sunshine  reflects  the  plan  of  the  house,  a  powerful 
form  that  speaks  eloquently  of  shelter  to  the  sailor  passing  by  At  night, 
the  lighted  underside  makes  the  form  more  delicate,  showing  the  poles 
and  beams  that  hold  up  the  62-foot  square  shape. 

From  the  very  beginning  this  house  has  been  a  magnet,  attracting 
imaginative  and  historic  interpretations:  "a  beautiful  South  Seas  home," 
"reminiscent  of  the  old  fish  houses  on  Florida's  eastern  coast,"  "shares 
many  characteristics  of  the  early  Florida  Cracker  cottage,"  "a  classic 
achievement  in  contemporary  architecture"  and  on  and  on.  It  caught 
editorial  attention  in  architectural  and  shelter  publications  in  the  United 
States,  Europe  and  Japan.

F(ir  me,  its  designer,  the  form  and  function  of  ifie  MacDonald 
fiouse  exists  to  otTer  its  owners  tlie  joy  of  a  close,  secure  relation- 
ship with  its  pristine  coastal  site.  I  was  seeking  clarity  of  form 
rallier  than  style,  with  minimal  inti'usion  into  the  site. 

John  D.  MacDonald  was  one  of  America's  most  prolific  and 
admired  writers,  completing  67  novels,  five  collections  of  stories 
and  500  magazine  stories  before  he  died,  unexpectedly  in 
Sarasota  in  1986.  He  was  exceptionally  (luick  to  grasp  new  ideas. 
But  until  we  began  our  work  together  to  create  the  very  private 
Utopia  John  and  his  wife.  Dorothy  had  dreamed  about  for  many 
years,  they  hadn't  given  the  architecture  of  their  new  home  much 
thought.  Dorothy  was  a  painter  of  abstract  canvases  and  had 
studied  with  the  acclaimed  Syd  Solomon,  also  a  Siesta  Key  resident. 
My  didactic  nature  welcomed  their  desire,  as  clients,  to  collaborate 
with  me.  their  architect.  In  fact.  Dorothy  drew  up  the  first  floor  plans. 

We  worked  for  several  years  on  designs,  beginning  in  1966.  The 
first  house  we  designed  was  to  be  built  on  Manasota  Key  My 
father,  E.G.  Seibert,  who  worked  with  me  then  as  a  structural 
engineer,  got  so  far  as  building  a  fine  boat  basin  at  that  Manatee 
site.  John  then  decided  he  did  not  want  to  leave  Siesta  Key, 
w  here  he  had  lived  on  Point  Crisp  for  many  years.  So  the  project 
was  moved  to  the  present  Big  Pass  site,  and  1  designed  quite  a 
large  house  of  heavy  timber  and  stone,  as  John  and  Dorothy 
then  wanted.

But  as  1  worked  along,  my  feeling  grew  that  such  a  house  would 
be  much  too  massive  and  heavy-handed  for  its  open,  waterfront 
location.  1  was  able  to  convince  the  MacDonalds  that  their  resi- 
dence should  be  more  concise  and  elegant,  designed  from  a  clear 
geometric  concept,  it  might  also  be  less  expensive,  1  advised.  If  It 
were  smaller  and  designed  in  the  contemporary  manner  This  is 
the  concept  of  house  we  finally  built. 

After  my  draftsman,  Tom  Walston,  and  1  completed  working 
drawings,  another  associate,  architect  Buddy  Richmond, 
convinced  me  that  he  could  make  a  final  version  that  was  more 
polished  and  spare,  and  with  less  extensive  detailing.  This  final 
concept  was  drawn  at  office  expense.  John  and  Dorothy  were 
such  good  clients,  1  felt  they  should  have  my  very  best  effort. 
Besides,  they  understood  and  appreciated  the  design.  Ours  was 
the  best  relationship  an  architect  can  have  with  a  client 

John  and  Dorothy  moved  into  the  house  in  1969.  For  some  time, 
as  the  house  took  shape,  they  had  come  to  feel  at  one  with  the 
space.  As  the  years  went  by  the  house  became  more  and  more 
theirs,  for  both  worked  at  home  and  spent  the  greater  part  of 
their  time  there.  One  corner  of  the  house  was  filled  with 
Dorothy's  studio,  the  other  was  filled  with  John's  office  machinery 
and  files.  Furnishings  and  art  were  not  "designed"  but  were  very 
much  a  part  of  the  MacDonalds'  lives,  giving  the  space  an 
authenticity  that  no  designer  can  really  accomplish.  The  only 


^ 
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complaint  I  ever  heard  from  John  was  that  his  house  was  so 
beautiful,  it  attracted  gawkers. 

My  father  did  all  the  structural  work  for  this  building,  which  was 
unlike  any  other  at  least  any  other  built  in  these  parts.  One  of  the 
great  problems  to  be  solved  was  how  to  fasten  together  the 
uneven  pine  tree  trunks  that  support  the  house,  for  they  are 
rather  like  asparagus  waving  in  the  wind  until  you  can  capture 
them  at  the  top.  My  father  designed  a  series  of  specially  fabricat- 
ed steel  connectors,  which,  being  exposed  and  a  design  feature, 
were  galvanized  after  fabrication.  This  was  not  inexpensive,  and 
at  times  of  such  decisions,  one  comes  to  respect  and  enjoy  an 
understanding  and  enthusiastic  client. 

The  first  selection  for  the  poles  was  greenheart  timber,  imported 
from  Central  America,  carehilly  specified  for  straightness.  When 
the  trees  arrived,  they  did  not  meet  specs.  We  sent  them  back. 
This  w^as  a  hassle,  and  again  we  appreciated  having  a  client  like 
John  D.  My  father  and  1  then  went  up  to  Central  Florida  to  choose 
growing  pines.  They  were  harvested,  barked  and  treated  for  the 
house.  All  of  this,  added  to  our  "courtesy"  redraw  of  the  final 
plans,  was  not  conducive  to  profit.  But  then,  the  idea  was  "archi- 
tecture as  art." 

It  was  a  golden  time  then.  We  were  doing  something  good  for  the 
sake  of  doing  it  and  giving  it  our  very  best.  We  were  happy.  Frank 
Thyne.  our  builder  joined  us  for  lunch  frequently  at  Sarasota's  old 
Plaza  Restaurant,  the  favorite  watering  hole  of  resident  artists 
and  writers,  many  internationally  known.  Frank  gave  me  a  two- 
martini  education  in  literature  and  philosophy  In  return,  my 
father  and  1  educated  him  about  sailboats.  Frank  had  attended 
the  University  of  Grenoble  and  the  Sorbonne  in  Finance  and  had 
earned  a  doctorate  in  philosophy,  he  came  to  Florida  in  1956  to 
teach  himself  to  be  a  developer  and  house  builder. 

The  Thyne  construction  crew  were  Mennonites,  the  very  best 
craftsmen,  who  were  very  proud  they  "could  build  anything  an 
architect  could  draw."  Frank  worried  because  they  had  an  occa- 
sional habit  of  fasting.  He  made  sure  they  ate  regularly  because 
"they  tended  to  slow  down  when  hungry." 

The  house  is  a  strong  one.  As  it  was  designed  to  do.  it  has 
weathered  several  hurricanes  and  a  tidal  wave.  Each  of  the 
great  Florida  pine  columns  rests  on  a  strong  connector  fitting  of 
galvanized  steel,  set  into  a  cubic  yard  of  poured  concrete,  which 
in  turn  is  supported  by  a  piling  that  goes  12  feet  down  into  Siesta 


Key's  shell  sand.  My  father  also  designed  a  breakwater  in  front 
of  the  seawall,  made  of  stone  riprap  to  absorb  the  force  of  the 
waves.  The  main  structure  of  the  house  is  9  feet  above  the 
grade.  John  and  Dorothy  were  the  kind  of  people  who  could 
handle  ideas  like  49  trees  going  up  through  their  living  space. 
This  stormproof  house  was  built  a  good  1 0  years  before  the 
federal  government  made  up  all  the  building  codes  of  today. 
The  concept  of  a  house  that  could  withstand  natural  beachfront 
forces  was  a  new  idea  then. 

The  50-foot-square  living  space  and  the  12-foot  surrounding 
porch  have  a  constant  roof  slope  that  starts  at  8  feet  on  the 
porch  perimeter  The  porch  has  a  4-foot  overhang  for  tropical 
downpours.  At  the  glass  walls,  12  feet  in  from  the  porch  edge, 
the  roof  is  12  feet  high.  It  rises  to  some  22  feet  at  the  center.  It's 
a  grand  space,  as  only  one  bedroom  and  bath  and  the  entry  foyer 
have  walls  that  touch  the  ceiling.  The  ceiling  is  structural  deck, 
consisting  of  two  layers  of  pine  for  strength  and  one  layer  of 
cedar  On  top  is  a  triple  layer  of  insulation,  over  which  is  the 
galvanized  roof. 

Cut  into  the  pyramid  of  the  roof  was  a  sun  deck.  I  mention  this  to 
show  what  an  understanding  client  John  was.  Perhaps  people 
who  write  books  understand  the  problems  of  composition  with 
which  others  must  struggle,  for  John  was  of  fair  skin  and  didn't 
sunbathe.  However,  he  agreed  that  the  deck  was  a  place  for  a 
monumental  stair  to  be  built  from  the  main  floor  hallway  below. 
The  hallway,  a  tall,  triangular  space,  needed  a  sculptured  form, 
the  stairway,  to  fill  it.  Later  we  roofed  over  the  sun  deck,  and 
John  serendipitously  had  a  rooftop  writing  room.  Problems  like 
this  were  solved  in  laughter  and  understanding  friendship.  John 
was  a  man  of  quick  wit  and  high  humor  and  1  miss  him. 

For  me,  this  glass  pavilion  provides  the  ultimate  visual 
extension,  the  architect's  art  of  using  the  transparency  of  glass 
to  extend  the  interior  experience  outward  while  bringing  the 
surrounding  landscape  inside,  making  it  a  part  of  the  interior 
landscape.  From  this  strong,  safe  glass  shelter  one  becomes 
part  of  a  soft,  starlit,  tropical  night,  the  clash  and  flash  of  a 
thunderstorm,  the  wonderftil  serenity  and  soft  dawn  light  of 
early  morning.
